An 11 year old girl from near, 
by National City, asking for 
“ Remember the Pueblo” bump­ 
e r stickers, said “ I’ve started 
a campaign to get the Pueblo 
back.” 
“ You have made me, as an 
American, wake up and realize 
what is happening around m e,” 
wrote a woman from Wichita 
Falls, Tex. 
M rs. Bucher places only one 
letter in the “ crank” category. 
It arrived recently with a San 
Francisco postmark. A fam ily, 
friend. Lt. Cmdr. Alan Hem p., 
hill, was unable to trace the 
letter to its author. 
“ I don’t believe the person 


who wrote it had the conviction 
to sign his real name,” Hemp, 
hill said. He didn’t describe the 
letter. 
“ Rose doesn’t have time to 
really be alone and think about 
it,” Hemphill said. “ We keep 
her working,” Mrs. Bucher In.

Killing A Lot Of Mosquitoes 


RIVERSIDE —If the drip, drip, 
drip of a water faucet is hard 
on your nerves, pity the poor 
mosquitoes. 
The faint “ plunk, 
plunk” of a chemical dripping 
into water is simply killing 
some types of the pesky Insects. 
Dr. Mir S. Mulla, Riverside 
entomologist in the University 
of California, has developed a 
simple yet effective mosquito- 
killing technique. 
You simply 
drip concentrated mosquito lar- 
vtotdes into flowing water. Dr. 
Mulla 
mounts an insecticide 
tank over water flowing into 
sewage lagoons, sewage oxida­ 
tion ponds, pastures, or other 
mosquito breeding areas. The 
larva-killing compound diffuses 
and is carried in very small 
concentrations throughout toe 
pond. 
“ In a few hours,” said the sci­ 
entist, “ all mosquito larvae 
are dead.” 
The Riverside Insect expert 
has been studying the drip tech­ 
nique as an alternative to area 
spraying and other 
methods 


used agaii st mosquitoes in pla­ 
ces covered with crop plants, 
weeks and aquatic vegetation. 
Dripping leaves no residues on 
plants covering the aquatic hab­ 
itat. 
Chemicals dripped into gut­ 
ters, ditches, sewage oxidation 
ponds and irrigated pastures 
gave excellent control of mos­ 
quitoes that at times fly long 
distances Into urban and sub­ 
urban areas, Dr. Mulla report­ 
ed. 
“ Although toe cost of m aterial 
can be high,” he said, “ toe 
savings 
from eliminating in­ 
spection 
labor 
and repeated 
treatm ents will more than off­ 
set this higher cost.” 
One chemical, Dursban, prov­ 
ed highly lethal. Dripping min­ 
ute quantities of the m aterial 
— ranging from 7/100 to 1/10 
pound per acre—gave complete 
control of mosquito larvae In 
all experim ents. 
Other effective m aterials were 
Fenthion, methyl parathion and 
Abate. Fenthion and A bate have

used all the time, says the National Safety Council,, the nation's 
annual traffic death toll would be reduced by approximately 
10,000. 
And if the man in the 25-35 age bracket who smokes 


two or more packages of cigarets a day would quit smoking he 
could expect to live eight years longer, according to a report 
from the National Clearing House for Smoking and Health. 


If human beings were entirely rational creatures, these life- 


saving goals might be realized. 
But we're not wholly guided 


by reason. 
The "buckle up for safety" slogan will continue 


to be hard to sell. Most smokers will continue to consume cig- 
arets. Why, in the face of statistics, does folly prevail? 


A lot of people simply forget about their seat belts much of 


the time. Many others dislike them. When the seat belt is buck- 
led, movement is restricted. 
The driver can't reach into the 


glove compartment or swing around to expand his rear vision. 
The person beside him, if buckled up, can't readily turn and shush 
the youngsters in the back seat. 


For the confirmed cigaret smoker, the thought of quitting is 


a jolt. If he does quit, chances are he'll grow irritable and have 
some trouble concentrating. 
So, after a couple of weeks, he 


often resumes smoking, resigned to the fact that he's hooked 
and hoping the statistical lightning won't strike him. 


Projections based on experience tell us how lives could be 


saved if a great many individuals would take relatively simple 
precautions. Some surveys have shown that a substantial per- 
centage of smokers have quit. Millions more acquire the seat- 
belt habit every year. These programs are important enough to 
continue to push. . . hard.

What is secret is that LBJ 
agreed to keep the board going 
if Dirksen would agree to help 
confirm Fortas. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., had led a Senate fight last 
year to abolish theSACB.Dirk- 
sen was bitterly opposed, and 
the Senate finally adopted a 
compromise giving the board 
one more year to find something 
to do. If no Communist case 
referrals to it were announced 
by June 30, and no cases actu- 
ally sent to the board by Dec.

He believes a study should be 
made of the power, the prob- 
lems, the machinery of the 
presidency, in order to guide 
and help future Presidents. 
Life magazine last week de- 
voted its entire issue to the 
White House, ranging 
from 


LBJ's grandson, to his dog, to 
the power of the presidency. 
Among other things, Life pub- 
lished a study of presidential 
power, by historian James Mac- 
Gregor Burns. 
"Johnson entered the White 


House with a less definite view 
of presidential power than had 
Kennedy," wrote Burns. "But 
he was soon putting through 
Congress 
the big bills that 


were years 
overdue — tax 


reduction, urban mass trans- 
portation, economic opportu- 
nity, elementary and secondary 
education, broadened immigra- 
tion, medicare, voting rights, 
highway beautification, truth in 
packaging, open housing." 
Professor Burns does not a- 
gree with LBJ that "a second 
or third or fourth Vice Presi- 
dent need be set up." 


President Johnson, after over 
30 years in Washington, has an 
amazing knowledge of the intri- 
cacies of government, is able to 
keep his finger on remote bur- 
eaus, 
commissions, 
and the 


details of the budget. Other 
Presidents, coming into office 
without this experience, can be 
lost. Eisenhower, for instance, 
had no idea of the machinery 
of the administration over which 
he held sway for eight years. 
Much, therefore, was swept un- 
der the rug. 


The 
Constitution makes the 


presidency the most powerful 
job in the world. President 
Johnson is sure of only one 
thing: The office needs to be 
studied. 
When he gets out of 


office he plans to continue study - 
ing it from the vantage of the 
Institute on Public Affairs which 
he is setting up at the Univer- 
sity of Texas.

a qualified official. First rule 
anyone learns when they attend 
an A.A8U. Softball Clinic is: 
quote — 


"Never take a rule book along 


on the court or field. 
Leave 


them in your locker or with 
the scorekeeper but NEVER 
take the book (on your person) 
along,"unquote. 


Basic rules should be read 


and understood, but the more 
complex ones are very rarely 
encountered, so why the Rule 
Book in your back pocket? Most 
of your complex rules are judg- 
ment calls and are not subject 
to protest but some basic know, 
ledge of rules should be a pre- 
requisite for all officials. 


The lack of professionalism 


is easily understandable. I am 
willing to bet that none of the 
officials we have encountered 
this year have attended a clinic 
in the past three or four years. 
When a qualified man does offer 
his services, he is told that 
since he is from the Radar Base 
he would be too prejudiced in his 
officiating and that the menwho 
are working in the league are 
"good enough".

RECALL REAGAN? 
The movement to recall Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan is of little 
dramatic Interest since it is un- 
likely that there will be a second 
act and all but inconceivable 
that there will be a third act. 
In order to put Recall on the 
ballot, it is necessary to ac- 
cumulate 780,414 (i. e. 12% of 
the last vote) signatures on a pe- 
tition that asks for recall. Any- 
where from 30 to 45% of such 
signatures tend to be invalid. So 
that in order to bring the petition 
drive to a successful conclu- 
sion, well over a million signa- 
tures will need to be collected 
before the end of this month. 
The chairman of the recall 
movement claims to have in 
hand 650,000 signatures and it 
is, to say the least, unlikely that 
he will double that number in the 
next few weeks. But let us as- 
sume that he does, that there 
will in fact be a second act. 
On to the third. What happens 
then? There is a lot of false 
information going the rounds 
about what Article 23 of the 
California 
Constitution says. 


"If (the ) current recall cam- 
paign gains the needed signa- 
tures of 780,000 registered vo- 
ters by the end of July, the 
state constitution requires Rea- 
gan step down until a special 
election can be held," writes 
the Berkeley Gazette (June 22) 
" . . . If a petition is vali- 
dated, Governor Reagan will 
have to turn his job over to Lt. 
Governor Robert Finch for as 
long as three months —until a 
special election." 
Now that happens to be stuff 
and nonsense. If the petition is 
validated, Reagan continues as 
governor. The only duty that de - 
volves upon the lieutenant gov- 
ernor is cranking up the neces- 
sary mechanisms of a special 
election. As the timetable works 
out, that election would coin- 
cide with the general election 
of next November. And what 
then would happen? Why pre- 
sumably 
Governor 
Reagan 


would win just as he won be- 
fore. It would take a more idio- 
tic population than California's 
to turn someone out of office 
for trying to do what the voters 
by an emphatic majority showed 
that they wanted him to do as 
recently as two years ago. End 
of story? 
Not quite. It is time to ask, 


Who are the people behind the 
recall movement, and what shall 
we think of them ?The chairman, 
Edwin Koupal, is an unemployed 
car salesman, and you would 
think that Reagan had passed a

state law to the effect that no 
one could buy a car from Ed- 
win Koupal. Let him pass. The 
principal organizational sup. 
port comes from a bunch of la- 
bor unions, notably the Interna- 
tional 
Association of 
Ma- 


chinists. Let that pass — com- 
pulsory labor unions are hardly 
expected to be practiced in the 
processes of democratic gov- 
ernment. 
But then it becomes more In- 


teresting. The movement is get - 
ing moral encouragement from 
the intellectual community. A 
Nobel Prize winner is promin- 
ently identified with it. For- 
mer Governor Pat Brown has 
himself signed the petition. The 
exalted Jesse Unruh is less and 
"less inclined to oppose a re- 
call." In other words, men who 
are supposed to know better, in- 
deed men who are professional- 
ly engaged in the business of 
governing, are panting after 
their own version of Impeach 
Earl Warren. Exactly the same 
people who enter the sloughs 
of despond and wonder about 
the survival of the human spe- 
cies when anyone mentions the 
John Birch Society, are behav- 
ing exactly as that Society did 
in regard to Earl Warren. Last 
year there was a movement to 
recall Senator Frank Church of 
Idaho. The wailing wall went 
instantly into action —and quite 
correctly — pointing out that 
democracy 
ought not to work 


this way. Where is the wailing 
wall now ? Out to lunch. 


The California 
Constitution 


declares that the petition tore- 
call a public official must cite 
the reason for that recall, but 
that the reason given is not re- 
viewable. This means, in pract- 
ical effect, that Governor Rea- 
gan could be forced into a re- 
call ballot if 780,414 Califor- 
nians decided that he was grow- 
ing bald. The reason given by the 
car salesman is not very dif- 
ferent: "Ronald Reagan is not 
competent in matters of govern- 
ment and public affairs" is the 
first reason given, and the last 
one, "Ronald Reagan is at- 
tempting to further his person- 
al ambitions at the expense of 
the people in the State of Cali- 
fornia." As well argue that no 
one should be permitted to sell 
cars at the expense of people 
who buy cars. 


The whole idea is to embar- 
rass Reagan. One would think 
that 
the liberal 
community 


would renounce the movement 
before it thoroughly embarras- 
ses it.

Actually, there isn’t much the 
board can do about these cases. 
Any adverse action almost c e r­ 
tainly would be overruled by the 
Supreme C ourt. 
But 
m eantim e, the 
SACB 
will be saved, and the m em ­ 
b ers will be able to continue 
collecting their sa larie s. 
T his is the inside reason why 
D irksen is vigorously support­ 
ing Abe F o rta s for Chief Ju s­ 
tice. 
Note; Both Johnson and D irk­ 
sen have friends on the SACB 
who are pulling down $26,000- 
a-y ear sa la rie s. The President 
appointed Simon McHugh, J r., 
husband of a favorite White 
House se creta ry , to the board. 
E arlie r, D irksen wangled an 
appointment for a friend of his, 
John S. P atterso n . There is a 
vacancy on the board which 
D irksen would also like to fill. 


RUSK FOR CHIEF JUSTICE 
Before P resident Johnson an­ 
nounced 
the 
selection of Abe 
F ortas as Chief Justice, he 
sounded out S ecretary of State 
Dean Rusk about filling the 
vacancy. 
Rusk, nowever, was em phati­ 
cally negative. 
**As your adviser, I could not 
let you do this, M r. P resid en t,” 
he said. "W hile I studied law, 
Gen. M arshall took me for the 
general staff before 1 had a 
chance to practice. I would not 
be qualified. As your adviser, 
I could not let you do th is .” 
Johns cm did not p ress the mat - 
te r. Despite political criticism 


of Rusk, the P resident has the 
highest regard for his devotion, 
dedication and knowledge of for - 
elgn affairs. He also feels a 
sense of sympathy for him, 
partly because of the criticism , 
partly 
because 
of the Rusk 
family traum atic experience in 
having th eir daughter m arry a 
Negro. Rusk offered his re sig ­ 
nation to the President before 
the m arriage took place, but 
LBJ wouldn’t listen , 
" I t’s nobody’s business whom 
your daughter m a rrie s,” he 
said. 
"Lady Bird and I sent the 
young couple a present and our 
best w ishes,” the P resident 
later told friends. 


POWER OF PRESIDENCY 
LBJ has been giving a lot of 
thought lately to the machinery 
of the White House. 
"T his Job is so big,” he has 
rem arked to 
advisers, "th at 
you could keep six vice p resl - 
dents busy and then not get 
everything done.” 
He believes a study should be 
made of the power, the prob­ 
lem s, 
the 
m achinery 
of the 
presidency, in order to guide 
and help future P residents. 
Life magazine last week d e­ 
voted its entire issue to the 
White 
House, 
ranging 
from 
LB J’s grandson, to his dog, to 
the 
power of the presidency. 
Among other things, Life pub­ 
lished a study of presidential 
power, by historian Jam es M ac­ 
Gregor Burns. 
"Johnson entered the White 
House with a le ss definite view 
of presidential power than had 
Kennedy,” w rote Burns. "B ut 
he was soon putting through 
Congress 
the 
big bills that 
were years 
overdue — tax 
reduction, urban m ass tra n s ­ 
portation, econom ic opportu­ 
nity, elem entary and secondary 
education, broadened im m igra­ 
tion, m edicare, voting rights, 
highway beautification, truth in 
packaging, (pen housing.” 
P rofessor Burns does not a - 
gree with LBJ that " a second 
or third or fourth Vice P re s i­ 
dent need be se t up.” 
President Johnson, after over 
30 years in W ashington, has an 
amazing knowledge of the in tri­ 
cacies of governm ent, is able to 
keep his finger on rem ote b u r­ 
eaus, 
com m issions, 
and the 
details of the budget. O ther 
P residents, coming into office 
without this experience, can be 
lost. Elsenhow er, for instance, 
had no idea of the machinery 
of the adm inistration over which 
he held sway for eight years. 
Much, therefore, was swept un­ 
der the rug. 
The 
Constitution makes the 
presidency the most powerful 
Job in the w orld. President 
Johnson is su re of only one 
thing: The office needs to be 
studied. 
When he gets out of 
office he plans to continue study - 
ing it from the vantage of the 
Institute on Public Affairs which 
he is setting up at the U niver­ 
sity of T exas.

Mrs. V. G., M assachusetts 
Dear Mrs. G.: Y our le tte r 
gives me an opportunity tc 
again warn parents about the 
dangers of feeding sm all chil­ 
dren nuts, especially peanuts. 
Ten days ago I had occasion 
to remove a peanut from the 
lung of a child. T his is not an 
uncommon experience to those 
of us who practice the special­ 
ity of bronchoscopy. By m eans 
of a rigid tube passed through 
the mouth into th e lungs, fo r­ 
eign bodies can be removed. 
Peanuts are very nutritious, 
a cup contains alm ost a thou­ 
sand calories. 


A special type of pneum onia 
is set up by the peanut and 
other nuts and frequently a 
severe lung condition can re ­ 
sult, especially w hen the pres­ 
ence of a foreign body is over­ 
looked. 
Children frequently g r a b 
handfuls of peanuts and throw 
them into their m ouths while 
laughing and playing and set 
themselves up for the chance 
of inhaling one of them . It is 
for this reason th a t I tru ly be­ 
lieve th a t there is not enough 
advantage in feeding nu ts to 
children until they are old 
enough to self guard them ­ 
selves against this unnecessary 
hazard.

Most 
of your com plex rules a re judg­ 
ment calls and are not subject 
to p ro test but some basic know­ 
ledge of ru les should be a pre­ 
requisite for all officials.

These men do 
not display any knowledge of the 
m echanics of softball officiating 
w hatsoever. They are not very 
coordinated in their calls and 
they a re not sure as to w here 
they should be and exactly what 
they are to be doing. Another 
thing the men should think about 
is the a ttire for an official. 
Dark tro u se rs and dark jersey 
sh irts should be standard d ress 
for all officials. 
The officials who "um pired” 
our game this evening w ere 
good officials, but when you 
tried to explain som ething to 
them you w ere accused of being 
a poor sport or just told to 
shut up and sit down.

RECALL REAGAN? 
The movement to recall Gov­ 
ernor Ronald Reagan Is of little 
dram atic In terest since it is un­ 
likely that th ere will be a second 
act and all but inconceivable 
that there w ill be a third act. 
In order to put Recall on the 
ballot, it is necessary to a c ­ 
cumulate 730,414 (i. e. 12% of 
the last vote) signatures on a p e­ 
tition that asks for recall. Any­ 
where from 30 to 45% of such 
signatures tend to be Invalid. So 
that in order to bring the petition 
drive to a successful conclu­ 
sion, well over a million signa­ 
tures will need to be collected 
before the end of this month. 
The chairm an of the recall 
movement 
claim s to 
have in 
hand 650,000 signatures and it 
is, to say the least, unlikely that 
he will double that number in the 
next few weeks. But let us a s ­ 
sume that he does, that there 
will in fact be a second act. 
On to the third. What happens 
then? T here is a lot of false 
inform ation going the rounds 
about what A rticle 23 of the 
California 
Constitution says. 
"If (the ) cu rren t recall cam ­ 
paign gains 
the needed signa­ 
tures of 780,000 registered vo­ 
ters by the end of July, the 
state constitution requires R ea­ 
gan step down until a special 
election can be held,” w rites 
the Berkeley Gazette (June 22) 
" . . . 
If a petition is vali­ 
dated, 
Governor Reagan will 
have to turn his Job over to Lt. 
Governor R obert Finch for as 
long as th ree months —until a 
special election.” 
Now that happens to be stuff 
and nonsense. If the petition is 
validated, Reagan continues as 
governor. The only duty that d e­ 
volves upon the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor is cranking up the n eces­ 
sary m echanism s of a special 
election. A s the tim etable works 
out, that election would coin­ 
cide with the general election 
of next Novem ber. And what 
then would happen? Why p re ­ 
sumably 
Governor 
Reagan 
would win just as he won b e­ 
fore. It would take a more idio­ 
tic population than C alifornia’s 
to turn someone out of office 
for trying to do what the voters 
by an em phatic m ajority showed 
that they wanted him to do as 
recently as two years ago. End 
of story? 
Not quite. It is tim e to ask, 
Who are the people behind the 
recall movement, and what shall 
we think of them ?The chairm an, 
Edwin Koupal, is an unemployed 
car salesm an, and you would 
think that Reagan had passed a 


state law to the effect that no 
one could buy a ca r from E d­ 
win Koupal. Let him pass. The 
principal organizational sup­ 
port comes from a bunch of la ­ 
bor unions, notably the Interna­ 
tional 
A ssociation of 
M a­ 
chinists. Let that pass — com ­ 
pulsory labor unions are hardly 
expected to be practiced in the 
processes of dem ocratic gov­ 
ernm ent. 
But then it becom es m ore in­ 
teresting. The movement is get- 
ing m oral encouragem ent from 
the intellectual community. A 
Nobel P rize w inner is prom in­ 
ently Identified with it. F o r­ 
m er G overnor Pat Brown has 
him self signed the petition. The 
exalted Jesse Unruh is less and 
"le s s inclined to oppose a r e ­ 
call.” In other w ords, men who 
a re supposed to know better, in ­ 
deed men who a re professional­ 
ly engaged in the business of 
governing, a re panting after 
their own version of Impeach 
E arl W arren. Exactly the sam e 
people who en ter the sloughs 
of despond and wonder about 
the survival of the human spe­ 
cies when anyone mentions the 
John Birch Society, are behav­ 
ing exactly as that Society did 
in regard to E a rl W arren. Last 
year there was a movement to 
recall Senator F ran k Church of 
Idaho. The w ailing wall went 
instantly into action —andquite 
correctly — pointing out that 
dem ocracy 
ought not to work 
this way. W here is the wailing 
wall now?Out to lunch. 


The C alifornia 
Constitution 
declares that the petition to r e ­ 
call a public official must cite 
the reason for that recall, but 
that the reason given is not re - 
viewable. This m eans, in p rac t­ 
ical effect, that G overnor R ea­ 
gan could be forced Into a re* 
call ballot if 780,414 C alifor­ 
nians decided that he was grow­ 
ing bald. The reason given by the 
car salesm an is not very dif­ 
ferent: "R onald Reagan is not 
competent in m a tte rs of govern­ 
ment and public affairs” is the 
first reason given, and the last 
one, "Ronald Reagan is a t­ 
tempting to fu rth er his person­ 
al am bitions at the expense of 
the people in the State of C ali­ 
fornia.” As well argue that no 
one should be perm itted to sell 
c a rs at the expense of people 
who buy c a rs. 


The whole idea is to em bar­ 
ra ss Reagan. One would think 
that 
the 
lib e ral 
community 
would renounce the movement 
before it thoroughly em barras­ 
ses it.

In that highly charged atm os­ 
phere, with ju st enough liquor to 
warp the judgment and dissolve 
the inhibitions, the invltable 
happened. 
The couple we 
switched with were the next- 
door neighbors. 
The rationale was as follow s- 
and I adm it I bought it hook, 
line and sinker: 
T here’s no 
reason why m ature, w ell-bal­ 
anced 
adults can’t enjoy the 
physical aspects of sex with­ 
out making an em otional ir*> 
vestm ent. 
My husband and I 
congratulated ourselves on our 
m ature approach.

If all the seat belts on all the cars equipped with them were 
used all the time, says the National Safety Council, the nation's 
annual traffic death toll would be reduced by approximately 
10,000. And if the man in the 25*35 age bracket who smokes 
two or more packages of cigarets a day would quit smoking he 
could expect to live eight years longer, according to a report 
from the National Clearing House for Smoking and Health. 


If human beings were entirely rational creatures, these life- 
saving goals might be realized. 
But w e're not wholly guided 
by reason. 
The "buckle up for safety" slogan will continue 
to be hard to sell. Most smokers will continue to consume cig­ 
arets. Why, in the face of statistics, does folly prevail? 


A lot of people simply forget about their seat belts much of 
the time. Many others dislike them. When the seat belt is buck­ 
led, movement is restricted. The driver can't reach into the 
glove compartment or swing around to expand his rear vision. 
The person beside him, if buckled up, can't readily turn and shush 
the youngsters in the back seat. 


For the confirmed cigaret smoker, the thought of quitting is 
a jolt. If he does quit, chances are he'll grow irritable and have 
some trouble concentrating. 
So, after a couple of weeks, he 
often resumes smoking, resigned to the fact that he's hooked 
and hoping the statistical lightning won't strike him. 


Projections based on experience tell us how lives could be 
saved if a great many individuals would take relatively simple 
precautions. Some surveys have shown that a substantial per­ 
centage of smokers have quit. Millions more acquire the seat­ 
belt habit every year. These programs are important enough to 
continue to push.. . hard. 


WASHINGTON — A lot of peo­ 
ple have been wondering why 
Sen. Everett Dirksen, 111., the 
Republican leader, is steadfast­ 
ly for Abe F ortas for Chief 
Justice. 
Here is the inside 
story. 
It’s no secret that Johnson and 
Dirksen, the friendliest of op­ 
ponents, have been playing poli­ 
tical patty cake for years. It’s 
also no secret that Dirksen has 
his heart set on keeping the out­ 
moded Subversive Activities 
Control Board in business. 
What is secret is that LBJ 
agreed to keep the board going 
if Dirksen would agree to help 
confirm Fortas. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., had led a Senate fight last 
year to abolish theSACB.Dirk­ 
sen was bitterly opposed, and 
the Senate finally adopted a 
compromise giving the board 
one more year to find something 
to do. If no Communist case 
referrals to it were announced 
by June 30, and no cases actu­ 
ally sent to the board by Dec. 
31, the SACB would automati­ 
cally expire. Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark promptly an­ 
nounced that he had no inten­ 
tion of sending any cases to the 
board. 
This seemed to end the SACB. 
However, just before the June 
30 deadline, Clark suddenly re­ 
versed himself. He quietly not­ 
ified the board that he would 
send over seven Communist 
cases. 
Actually, there isn’t much the 
board can do about these cases. 
Any adverse action almost cer­ 
tainly would be overruled by the 
Supreme Court. 
But 
meantime, the SACB 
will be saved, and the mem­ 
bers will be able to continue 
collecting their salaries. 
This is the inside reason why 
Dirksen is vigorously support­ 
ing Abe Fortas for Chief Jus­ 
tice. 
Note; Both Johnson and Dirk­ 
sen have friends on the SACB 
who are pulling down $26,000- 
a-year salaries. The President 
appointed Simon McHugh, Jr., 
husband of a favorite White 
House secretary, to the board. 
Earlier, Dirksen wangled an 
appointment for a friend of his, 
John S. Patterson. There is a 
vacancy mi the board which 
Dirksen would also like to fill.

RUSK FOR CHIEF JUSTICE 
Before President Johnson an­ 
nounced the selection of Abe 
Fortas as Chief Justice, he 
sounded out Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk about filling the 
vacancy. 
Rusk, however, was emphati­ 
cally negative. 
"As your adviser, I could not 
let you do this, Mr. President," 
he said. "While I studied law, 
Gen. Marshall took me for the 
general staff before 1 had a 
chance to practice. 1 would not 
be qualified. As your adviser, 
I could not let you do this." 
Johnson did not press the mat­ 
ter. Despite political criticism 


of Rusk, the President has the 
highest regard for his devotion, 
dedication and knowledge of for­ 
eign affairs. He also feels a 
sense of sympathy for him, 
partly because of the criticism, 
partly 
because of the Rusk 
family traumatic experience in 
having their daughter marry a 
Negro. Rusk offered his resig­ 
nation to the President before 
the marriage took place, but 
LBJ wouldn’t listen. 
"It’s nobody’s business whom 
your daughter m arries," he 
said. 
"Lady Bird and I sent the 
young couple a present and our 
best wishes," the President 
later told friends. 


POWER OF PRESIDENCY 
LBJ has been giving a lot of 
thought lately to the machinery 
of the White House. 
"This job is so big," he has 
remarked to advisers, "that 
you could keep six vice presi­ 
dents busy and then not get 
everything done." 
He believes a study should be 
made of the power, the prob­ 
lems, the machinery of the 
presidency, in order to guide 
and help future Presidents. 
Life magazine last week de­ 
voted its entire issue to the 
White House, ranging from 
LBJ’s grandson, to his dog, to 
the power of the presidency. 
Among other things, Life pub­ 
lished a study of presidential 
power, by historian James Mac - 
Gregor Burns. 
"Johnson entered the White 
House with a less definite view 
of presidential power than had 
Kennedy," wrote Burns. "But 
he was soon putting through 
Congress 
the big bills that 
were years 
overdue — tax 
reduction, urban mass trans­ 
portation, economic opportu­ 
nity, elementary and secondary 
education, broadened immigra­ 
tion, medicare, voting rights, 
highway beautification, truth in 
packaging, open housing." 
Professor Burns does not a- 
gree with LBJ that "a second 
or third or fourth Vice Presi­ 
dent need be set up." 
President Johnson, after over 
30 years in Washington, has an 
amazing knowledge of the intri­ 
cacies of government, is able to 
keep his finger on remote bur­ 
eaus, commissions, and the 
details of the budget. Other 
Presidents, coming into office 
without this experience, can be 
lost. Eisenhower, for instance, 
had no idea of the machinery 
of the administration over which 
he held sway for eight years. 
Much, therefore, was swept un­ 
der the rug. 
The 
Constitution makes the 
presidency the most powerful 
job in the world. President 
Johnson is sure of only one 
thing; The office needs to be 
studied. When he gets out of 
office he plans to continue study - 
ing it from the vantage of the 
Institute on Public Affairs which 
he is setting up at the Univer­ 
sity of Texas.

AGAINST your written ad­ 
vice in one of your columns 
three years ago, I submitted 
to being sterilized by surgery 
to avoid having any more chil­ 
dren. Since then I have been 
remarried after having been 
a widower for almost two 
years. Now my wife would 
like to have 
children and I 
would willing­ 
ly u n d e r g o 
a n y surgery 
to make this 
possible. C an 
this be done 
and are there 
doctors w ho 
specialize 
i n 
this type of 
surgery ?Mr. H. P., California 
Dear Mr. P.: The steriliza­ 
tion operation that you prob­ 
ably had was a technique that 
is performed by cutting the 
vas deferens, a tiny tube 
through which sperm passes 
during intercourse. There are 
two, leading from each testicle 
and when they are cut, or tied, 
the chance of impregnating a 
woman is almost impossible. I 
say. almost impossible, be­ 
er, use some cases have been 
reported where the tube has 
not been adequately tied off 
and seems to have grown to­ 
gether again. 
Unfortunately, there is little 
or no chance that anyone who 
has had this operation, vasec­ 
tomy, can have another one 
performed to reopen the closed 
tube. Such surgery has been 
tried and almost always by 
the very surgeon who per­ 
formed the vasectomy on men 
who, just as you, have subse­ 
quently changed their mind 
about lifetime sterility. 
Consultation with your sur­ 
geon may induce him to try 
to repair and reopen the tube 
I doubt that he will undertake 
an operative procedure, the re­ 
sults of which are so rarely 
effective. This is a discourag­ 
ing answer, but it highlights 
a very im portant aspect of 
the problem. No one should 
undertake surgery of this kind 
when it is well known that it 


is almost always irreversible. 
The idea you might consider, 
after complete discussion with 
your doctor, is artificial in­ 
semination, so that your wife 
will not be deprived of the 
possibility of motherhood.

We vaguely recall a warn­ 
ing by you in one of your col­ 
umns about the dangers of al­ 
lowing children to eat nuts. 
We have tried to find the 
article and have been unsuc­ 
cessful. Can you once again 
tell us about it? Is the con­ 
tents of a nut harmful to 
children ? 
Mrs. V. G., Massachusetts 
Dear Mrs. G.: Your letter 
gives me an opportunity tc 
again warn parents about the 
dangers of feeding small chil­ 
dren nuts, especially peanuts. 
Ten days ago I had occasion 
to remove a peanut from the 
lung of a child. This is not an 
uncommon experience to these 
of us who practice the special­ 
ity of bronchoscopy. By means 
of a rigid tube passed through 
the mouth into the lungs, for­ 
eign bodies can be removed. 
Peanuts are very nutritious, 
a cup contains almost a thou­ 
sand calories. 
A special type of pneumonia 
is set up by the peanut and 
other nuts and frequently a 
severe lung condition can re­ 
sult, especially when the pres­ 
ence of a foreign body is over­ 
looked. 
Children frequently g r a b 
handfuls of peanuts and throw 
them into their mouths while 
laughing and playing and set 
themselves up for the chance 
of inhaling one of them. It is 
for this reason that I truly be­ 
lieve that there is not enough 
advantage in feeding nuts to 
children until they are old 
wwmgh to self guard them­ 
selves against this unnecessary 
hazard.

Whenever an official has to 
consult a Rules Book "ON THE 
PLAYING FIELD,” as to whe- 
ther a certain style pitch is 
illegal or not, is not a sign of 
a qualified official. First rule 
anyone learns when they attend 
an A.A.U. Softball Clinic is: 
quote — 
"Never take a rule book along 
on the cuurt or field. Leave 
them In your locker or with 
the scorekeeper but NEVER 
take the book (on your person) 
along,"unquote. 
Basic rules should be read 
and understood, but the more 
complex ones are very rarely 
encountered, so why the Rule 
Book in your back pocket? Most 
of your complex rules are judg­ 
ment calls and are not subject 
to protest but some basic know­ 
ledge of rules should be a pre­ 
requisite for all officials. 
The lack of professionalism 
is easily understandable. I am 
willing to bet that none of the 
officials we have encountered 
this year have attended a clinic 
in the past three or four years. 
When a qualified man does offer 
his services, he is told that 
since he is from the Radar Base 
he would be too prejudiced in his 
officiating and that the menwho 
are working in the league are 
"good enough". These men do 
not display any knowledge of the 
mechanics of softball officiating 
whatsoever. They are not very 
coordinated in their calls and 
they are not sure as to where 
they should be and exactly what 
they are to be doing. Another 
thing the men should think about 
is the attire for an official. 
Dark trousers and dark jersey 
shirts should be standard dress 
for all officials.

ON THE RIGHT

RECALL REAGAN? 
The movement to recall Gov­ 
ernor Ronald Reagan is of little 
dramatic interest since it is un­ 
likely that there will be a second 
act and all but inconceivable 
that there will be a third act. 
In order to put Recall on the 
ballot, it is necessary to ac­ 
cumulate 780,414 (i. e. 12% of 
the last vote) signatures on a pe­ 
tition that asks for recall. Any­ 
where from 30 to 45% of such 
signatures tend to be invalid. So 
that in order to bring the petition 
drive to a successful conclu­ 
sion, well over a million signa­ 
tures will need to be collected 
before the end of this month. 
The chairman of the recall 
movement claims to have in 
hand 650,000 signatures and it 
is, to say the least, unlikely that 
he will double that number in the 
next few weeks. But let us as­ 
sume that he does, that there 
will in fact be a second act. 
On to the third. What happens 
then? There is a lot of false 
information going the rounds 
about what Article 23 of the 
California Constitution says. 
"If (the ) current recall cam­ 
paign gains the needed signa­ 
tures of 780,000 registered vo­ 
ters by the end of July, the 
state constitution requires Rea­ 
gan step down until a special 
election can be held," writes 
the Berkeley Gazette (June 22) 
" . . . If a petition is vali­ 
dated, Governor Reagan will 
have to turn his job over to Lt. 
Governor Robert Finch for as 
long as three months —until a 
special election." 
Now that happens to be stuff 
and nonsense. If the petition is 
validated, Reagan continues as 
governor. The oily duty that de - 
volves upon the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor is cranking up the neces­ 
sary mechanisms of a special 
election. As the timetable works 
out, that election would coin­ 
cide with the general election 
of next November. And what 
then would happen? Why pre­ 
sumably 
Governor 
Reagan 
would win just as he won be­ 
fore. It would take a more idio­ 
tic population than California’s 
to turn someone out of office 
for trying to do what the voters 
by an emphatic majority showed 
that they wanted him to do as 
recently as two years ago. End 
of story? 
Not quite. It is time to ask, 
Who are the people behind the 
recall movement, and what shall 
we think of them ?The chairman, 
Edwin Koupal, is an unemployed 
car salesman, and you would 
think that Reagan had passed a 


state law to the effect that no 
one could buy a car from Ed­ 
win Koupal. Let him pass. The 
principal organizational sup­ 
port comes from a bunch of la­ 
bor unions, notably the Interna­ 
tional 
Association of 
Ma­ 
chinists. Let that pass — com­ 
pulsory labor unions arehardPy 
expected to be practiced in the 
processes of democratic gov­ 
ernment. 
But then it becomes more in­ 
teresting. The movement is get- 
ing moral encouragement from 
the intellectual community. A 
Nobel Prize winner is promin­ 
ently identified with it. For­ 
mer Governor Pat Brown has 
himself signed the petition. The 
exalted Jesse Unruh is less and 
"less inclined to oppose a re­ 
call." In other words, men who 
are supposed to know better, in­ 
deed men who are professional­ 
ly engaged in the business of 
governing, are panting after 
their own version of Impeach 
Earl Warren. Exactly the same 
people who enter the sloughs 
of despond and wonder about 
the survival of the human spe­ 
cies when anyone mentions the 
John Birch Society, are behav­ 
ing exactly as that Society did 
in regard to Earl W arren. Last 
year there was a movement to 
recall Senator Frank Church of 
Idaho. The wailing wall went 
instantly into action — and quite 
correctly — pointing out that 
democracy ought not to work 
this way. Where is the wailing 
wall now ? Out to lunch. 
The California 
Constitution 
declares that the petition to re­ 
call a public official must cite 
the reason for that recall, but 
that the reason given is not re- 
viewable. This means, in pract­ 
ical effect, that Governor Rea - 
gan could be forced into a re - 
call ballot if 780,414 Califor­ 
nians decided that he was grow­ 
ing bald. The reason given by the 
car salesman is not very dif­ 
ferent: "Ronald Reagan is not 
competent in matters of govern­ 
ment and public affairs" is the 
first reason given, and the last 
one, "Ronald Reagan is at­ 
tempting to further his person­ 
al ambitions at the expense of 
the people in the State of Cali - 
fornta." As well argue that no 
one should be permitted to sell 
cars at the expense of people 
who buy cars. 
The whole idea is to embar­ 
rass Reagan. One would think 
that the liberal community 
would renounce the movement 
before it thoroughly embarras - 
ses it.

Lindblad, 34, replaces Johnny 
Ray Smith on the most wanted 
list. Smith, an escapee from a 
Florida prison, was apprehend- 
ed by local police last month 
in Ocean Springs, Miss. 
The FBI said Llndblact alleg- 
edly is linked to a murder 
conspiracy exposed in October 
1967 when the bodies of two men 
— stripped and shot in the head 
—were found in a shallow desert 
grave near Dayton, Nev. 
The victims, missing since 


August 1967, were partners with 
a third man in a motel business 
at Jackson Hole, Wyo, Each 
reportedly was insured for 
$100,000. 
Their motel had 


burned and $125,000 in insur- 
ance was due to be paid the 
partners. 


The surviving partner and two 


other men later were charged 
with conspiracy. 
They were 


arrested. Lindblad, said to have 
been hired to carry out the mur- 
ders, remains at large. 
The FBI said he carries ader-

.45 caliber automatic, a .32 or

Ice taken from McMurdo Sound 
in Operation Deep Freeze and 
analyzed by scientists of the 
National 
Science Foundation 


was melted Wednesday at the 
U.S. Naval Academy science 
laboratory. 
Three blocks of ice in five- 


foot 
sections 
weighed 130 


pounds and yielded 15 gallons 
of water. A portion of the water 
will be sent to the Vatican v.-nile 
another portion willbepla.-eclin 
the Naval Academy Chape; An- 
other portion of the wate. is to 
be mixed with water from the 
seven seas at the academy which 
is used during a ring dipping 
ceremony by midshipmen. 
As the Ice melted, Rear Adm. 
James W. Kelly, chief of naval 
chaplains, prayed, "Lord, we 
are grateful for all You have 
given us as we watch the melt- 
ing of snow that fell the year 
our Lord was born. We know 
that was a joyful year." 


Drilling at Byrd Station began 
In 1966 and ended last January 
when Navy scientists hit bed- 
rock at 7,100 feet below the 
station.

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Steel industry Labor Talks At Standstill 
PITTSBURGH (AP)-Top ne- 


gotiators for the United Steel- 
workers union report that mon- 
ey talks toward a new labor 
contract in the steel industry 
are at a standstill with only 
three weeks before the dead- 
line. 
"All we get from the com- 
panies are stories about how po- 
verty - stricken they are," 
President I.W. Abel told the 
first big caucus of the current 
bargaining Wednesday.

The South American Indian* used coca leaves (the alka- 
loid cocaine was Isolated In 1859) as a stimulant by 
chewing little balls made from the leaf of the plant. The 
leaves first cause a tingling sensation due to the stimula- 
tion of the taste buds, but soon the sense of taste Is lott 
completely due to the local anesthetic properties of co- 
caine, a characteristic which opened a new field of Inter- 
est in local anesthetics. 


The Illicit use of cocaine seems to have decreased in pro- 
portion to other drugs and the drug i* no longer the seri- 
ous problem to law enforcement officials that It once was.

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Steel Industry Labor Talks At Standstill 
PITTSBURGH (AP)--Top ne­ 
gotiators for the United Steel­ 
workers union report that mon­ 
ey talks toward a new labor 
contract in the steel industry 
are at a standstill with only 
three weeks before the dead­ 
line. 
“All we get from the com­ 
panies are stories about how po­ 
verty - stricken they 
a re ,” 
President I.W. Abel told the 
first big caucus of the current 
bargaining Wednesday. 
“ We mean business,M he said. 
“ I think it would be foolish of 
the steel industry to doubt that. 
We closed down copper for 8- 
1/2 months.” 
However, Abel told represent­ 
atives of the nation's 450,000 
basic steelworkers that it was 
still too early to tell whether a 
strike would be necessary. 
“ I Imagine it will go right 
down to the wire as always with 


us bickering like the dickens to 
the last m inute/’ Abel said. 
Without saying so, Abel indi­ 
cated he expected local union 
presidents to go back and get 
the rank and file ready for an 
overwhelming vote in favor of a 
strike as the Aug. 1 contract 
expiration nears. 
"Frankly, I didn't intend to 
get into this tonight," Abel told

A HISTORY of 
DRUG ABUSE 


A nother potent drug was introduced In 1 87 8 as a treat- 
m ant For m orphine addiction. The drug w as cocaine, an 
alkaloid obtained from the laavas of Erythroxylon coca, 
a small plant growing abundantly on the slepas o# the 
Andes. The shrub was sacred to the Incas and Had been 
used by Aztec priests for religious rites. 


The South American Indians used coca leaves (th e alk a­ 
loid cocaine was isolated In 1 8 5 9 ) as a stim ulant by 
chewing little balls m ade from the leaf of th e plant. The 
leaves first cause a tingling sensation due to th e stim ula­ 
tion of the taste buds, but soon the sense of ta ste is lest 
com pletely due to the local anesthetic properties of co­ 
caine, a characteristic which opened a new field of Inter­ 
est in local anosthettcs. 


The Illicit use of cocaine seem s to have decreased In pro­ 
portion to other drugs and th e drug Is no longer the seri­ 
ous problem to law enforcem ent officials th a t It once w as.
